Not a shot was fired as the 
army commander in chief took 
power, with the reported con-

Manila in 1954.

Saving Own Position. 


It_ig believed Marshal Sarit 
acted quickly to save his own

army. He told newsmen he 
wanted a new government as 
soon as possible but did not 
know yet what form it would 
take. He consulted’ with his 
lawyers td determine whether 
to dissolve the National Assem- 
bly. Asked if he would become 
the new premier, Sarit replied 
that “many people want to be 
premier.” 


After the seizure, Sarit mod- 
estly proclaimed himself as 
Governor of Bangkok, rather 
than premier. In that capacity 
he cabled Prince Wan Waithaya- 
kon, Thailand's foreign minister 
and retiring president of the 
United States General Assem- 
bly, that he is still the Thai rep- 
resentative at the UN. 

Police Gen. Phao Sriyanond 
and Navy chief Adm. Yuthasart 
Kosol, both of whom surrend- 
ered before dawn, were placed 
under house arrest. 

Phao, Sarit and Songgram 
are the three strongmen who 
have preserved a balance of 
power in Thailand, a country of 
20,000,000 population for nearly 
10 years. Thailand was formerly 
known as Siam. 

Phao left aboard a Dutch 
, KLM airliner for Geneva, At 
the airport he said he was go- 
ing to Switzerland for two or 
three years. He also said Song- 
gram was trying to leave the 
country. 

Calis Sarit His Friend. 

“Everything is fine,’ said 
Phao, who commanded the 40,- 
000-man police force. “There 
will be no trouble because 
Marshal Sarit is my friend.” A 
heavy guard surrounded the 
airport as Phao awaited his

naval facility here as a perma- 
nent station. 


No Lease on Ground. 


He said the Navy at present 
had no lease on the acreage it 
occupies at the southern edge 
of the airport, now rented from 
the city at $1500 a month. With- 
out firm tenure, he said, the 
Navy could not legally proceed 
with replacement of temporary 
buildings put up in World 
War IU. 

About a year ago, Capt. Miller 
said, the Navy proposed to pave 
over the Coldwater Creek area, 
a long and deep ditch which 
skirts the Navy's taxiway area 
at the airport. He said the ob- 
jective was safety and security 
in the par of planes, but 
the city would not permit the 
project to go ahead. 

“We have an economy pro- 
gram, and a number of things 
have to go,” Capt. Miller said. 
“If ‘there is a place where the 
Navy is not wanted, where its 
position is untenable, it is the 
most reasonable thing in the 
world te consider that such a 
place will go first.” 


Capt. Miller emphasized that 
had no criticism of city 
officials, and felt that they had 
a perfect right to take whatever 
attitude they chose concerning 
the Navy’s use of Lambert-St. 
Louis field. He said he was 
simply reviewing the facts con- 
cerning the shutdown, a devel- 
opment he personally very much 
regretted.

We exchanged ob- 
servations on the developments 
here and discussed some of the 
things which might be done.” 

The immediate problem con- 
fronting Gov, Faubus is how to 
bring about gracefully a de- 
mobilization of the National 
Guard which he called out to 
turn back nine Negro students 
who attempted to enroll at Cen- 
tral High School as directed by 
federal court orders. 

Guard Force Reduced. 

The force of Guardsmen 
which numbered about 300 
when the school term started 
Sept. 3, was reduced to about 
30 yesterday. The contingent 
was reduced to about 12 today. 
Classes started without incident. 

After seeing the Governor 
this morning, Hays said they 
had a “very satisfactory ses- 
sion,” and added: “I believe 
it was. satisfactory from his 
point of view as well as mine.”

PARIS, Sept. 17—Chancellor 
Adenauer’s sweeping victory in 
Sunday’s West German elec- 
tions was front-page news in 
French papers yesterday and it 
strengthened official belief that 
West.

HE TRAGIC EPISODE in Little Rock is dead certain to have 
decisive political results.

The Johnson strategy was es- 
sentially simple enough. Again 
and again, he pointed out to his 
fellow Southerners that, if they 
filibustered to.prevent any civil 
rights legislation at all, the in- 
evitable result would be a 
change in the Senate rules to 
kill - unlimited debate. Then 
really tough civil rights would 
in time become inevitable. 

The Southerners bowed to 
Johnson's logic, and wunani- 
mously agreed not to filibuster 
a bill limited essentially to vot- 
ing rights. With a civil rights 
bill “the South could live with” 


Johnson’s plan called for a 
relatively mild change in the 
Senate rules in the next session 
of Congress. The rules* would 
be amended to permit two thirds 
of those present and voting to 
limit Senate -debate. 


Plans Go Wrong. 
Thus, according to the John- 


lated issues which have threat- 
ened to destroy the Democratic 
party—civil rights and the fili- 
buster—would be out of the way 
by the time the 1958- and 1960- 
elections rolled around. 

But the “best-laid schemes of 
mice and men gang aft a-gley.” 
Lyndon Johnson's’ well-laid 
schemes began to go a-gley at 
the very end of the session, 
when Senator Storm Thurmond 
of South Carolina broke the 
Southern agreement, and staged 
his one-man filibuster. Thur- 
mond’s futile grandstand play 
enraged the other Southerners, 


since it was calculated to make 
them seem “soft” on the civil 
rights issue. 

Yet the damage to Johnson's 


schoo] have unquestionably had 
an enormous impact on the 
northern Negro voting blocs, 
which are the key to victory in 
important industrial states. 

In this situation, it is virtual- 
ly inevitable that civil rights 
legislation, instead of being dis- 
posed of as envisaged in. the 
Johnson strategy, will again 
dominate the next session of 
Congress. Among the strong 
civil rights advocates in the Ad- 
ministration, the Little Rock 
episode is held to prove the 
need for the kind of legislation 
embodied in the defeated sfc 
tion three of the original Ad- 
ministration bill. Section three 
would have permitted the Jus- 
tice Department to take the ini- 
tiative in all civil rights mat- 
ters, including school desegre- 
gation. 

New Bills Likely. 


It is a good bet that the Ad- 
ministration, as a result of the 
Little Rock episode, will intro- 
duce a civil rights bill in the 
next session embodying this 
principle. It is a particularly 
good bet because the Northern 
Democratc will certainly do so 
if the Administration does not. 
Indeed, northerners like Repre- 
sentative Emmanuel Celler of 
New York and Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois have already 
drafted bills to that end.

But 
there is no more reason why the Census Bureau 
sx¢zld trke a church census than for it to poll 
tiie psonle on polittcal views, ecoromic views or 
views of any othcr kind. Indeed a federal church 
census would be a bad precedent for other gov- 
ernmental prying into personal, private matters. 

Certainly Canada‘is no example for the 
United States in this. The United States ex- 
pressly separates church and state in its Consti- 
tution; completed just 170 years ago—Sept. 17, 
1787, .In the Province of Quebec state-supported 
schools generally are church schools and as @ 
consequence the communities are divided com- 
petitively along church lines. This works to the 
disadvantage of minority church groups and 
there who oppose church-motivated education.

Three Red Hats Might 
Go. to U. S. 


VATICAN CITY, Sept. 17 
(UP)—Pope Pius XII is con- 
sidering naming 12 new car- 


'dinals of the Roman Catholic 


Church before the end of the 


year, Vatican sources said to- 


day. 

The sources, unofficial but 
usually well informed, said two 
or three of the new red hats 
probably would go to the Unit- 
ed States and one might go to 
Africa, bringing the College of 
Cardinais its first Negro 
member. 

It also is considered possible 


the Pope will enlarge the col- 
lege to meet the needs of 
modern times. Its membership 
was fixed at 70 by Pope Sixtus 
V in 1586 but can be increased. 


The present membership of 
the highest body of the church 
is 58. Two members, Cardinal 
Pedro Segura of Spain and 
Cardinal Giovanni Mercati of 
Italy, died this year, increasing 
the vacancies to 12. 


The present Pope has called 
two consistories to name car- 
dinals in his 18 year reign— 
one in 1946 when he named 32 
cardinals and the second in 
1953 when he named 24. At 
the 1946 consistory Archbishop 
John J. Glennon of St. Louis 
was named a cardinal. He died 
in Ireland where he stopped 
on the way home from Rome. 

The Vatican sources think 
the Pope will call his third con- 
sistory this year because of the 
importance of some of the 12 
empty cardinalships. In addi- 
tion, the average age of the 
present college is 73. 

Three of the church's most 
important archbishoprics, which 
traditionally have had cardi- 
nals, now are without red hats 
—Milan, Vienna and Westmin- 
ster. In fact, Austria, Peru, 
Czechoslovakia and the Nether- 
lands now have no cardinals. 


The United States now has 
four cardinals — Archbishops 
Francis J. Spellman of New 
York, 68; Samuel A. Stritch of 
Chicago, 70; Edward Mooney 
of Detroit, 75, and James F., 
McIntyre of Los Angeles, 71.

FTER the death of Henry 

Ford, the man whose mass 

production assembly line 
brought the automobile to every 
American village and farm, a 
cardboard shoebox containing 
some of Ford’s personal belong- 
ings was found under a work- 
bench in the experimental 
laboratory at his home. 

In the box, among other 
things, was a telegram from 
Calvin Coolidge, thanking Ford 
for not running against him for 
President of the United States 
in 1924, and a tightly sealed 
test tube with a neatly printed 
label that said, “Edison’s Last 
Breath.” 

Thomas A. Edison, the inven- 
tor, was Ford’s hero. For many 
years Ford and Edison, with 
Harvey Firestone and John 
Burroughs, the naturalist, went 
on camping trips that became a 
nationally publicized annual 
rite. The four men slept in tents, 
chopped wood, told jokes and 
chatted with farmers. Finally 
they gave it up because they 
felt politicians, such as Warren 
G. Harding, were horning in on 
the trips and the underbrush 
around each camp site was 
cluttered with reporters and 
photographers. 

Also, Burroughs’s health was 
failing and Edison was always 
falling asleep. Edison was as 
famous for his ability to work 
without sleep as he was for his 
incandescent bulb. He was sup- 
posed to get by with only two or 
three hours of rest in a night. 
Yet nearly every one of the 
hundreds of photographs taken 
by Ford on the camping trips 
show Edison either falling 
asleep or already conked out in 
deep slumber. 

Ford gave Edison a mammoth 
testimonial dinner in 1929 on 
the Golden Jubilee of his elec- 
tric light. It was attended by 
President Hoover and 500 
celebrities, collected by Ford 
from all over the world at his 
expense. The cost of the dinner 
and the transporting and hous- 
ing of the guests was said to

It was seven feet high and 
17 feet wide, with 266 recogniz- 
able portraits of the guests, and 
Bacon worked on it for several 
years before he completed it. 

From time to, time Ford 
would drop in to suggest changes 
and additions to the painting. 
His son, Edsel, and Edsel’'s wife, 
Eleanor, and their children, 
Henry Ford II, Benson, Jos- 
ephine and William Ford, were 
quarantined at their home on 
the day of the diner because 
one of the children had a con- 
tagious disease. Ford told Ba- 
con to put them into the pic- 
ture anyway. 

“Take that woman out,” he 
said one day, pointing at the 
wife of a Ford official. “Mrs. 
Ford doesn’t like her.” 

Whenever he brought in a 
visitor to look at Bacon’s work- 
in progress, Ford would put his 
finger on the face of his wife, 
Clara Ford, and would say, 
“There’s the best-looking wom- 
an in the whole crowd.” 

Various Ford executives who 
enjoyed Old Henry’s approval 
when Bacon started the painting 
fell into his disfavor during 
later years when it was nearing 
completion. He had them re- 
moved from the canvas and new 
favorites were inserted in their 
places. Word spread through 
the Ford plant that the easiest 
way to keep tabs on which bos- 
ses counted and which ones 
didn’t was to watch Bacon’s 
banquet scene. 

Ford was devoted to Edison 
because the inventor encour- 
aged him to go ahead with his 
gasoline-driven automobile back 
in 1896 when everybody else 
was scoffing at the idea. The 
horseless carriage had obsessed 
Ford since a fateful day 20 
years earlier, when as a boy of 
13 riding beside his father on a 
farm wagon, he saw a steam en- 
gine moving along a country 
road under its own power.
